ness at the cargo boat ‘strike in “our 
recollection we doubt if there is suMi- 
cient public Dackbune to wrestle’ with 
any difficulty beyond the fixing of exchanpe 
for a deal in piace gaods or nail-rod iron. 
Tho principal mattera dealt with by iuni- 
cipalities at home are—Police, lighting, 
sanitation (public health, drainage, surface 
scuvenging), public parks, librarics, firo 
brigades, maintenance of streets, admin- 
istration of police courts, collection of 
municipal revenue, Some progressive 
municipalities have gone. into municipal 
trading, and manage the tramways, bathing 
stations, aud such ike.

Thero wauld be, besides, fre- 
quent overlapping of municipal and

must not be forgotton, too, that there is a 
great difference between the composition of 
the population of Hongkony and the popu- 
lation of Birmingham or Glasgow, ond 
whereas in Hongkong a municipality would 
have to consider the claims and privileges 
of the army and the navy, there are few 
municipalities in England or Scotland 
where either of theso services require to he 
considered. In fact, there is no analogy 
between Hongkong and a town in England, 
and about “as little between Hongkong 
ond Shanghai.

To the Editor of the * Caawa Mau.’ 
Pe _ Hongkug, May 17, 
Sin,—In the presentait tude ssvumed by 
Rouasia in Chins, which is daily Ueeuming 
muro aggtoisive, the peace negotiations al- 


realy too long protracted, appesr -likely te 
Denatill more delayed, Ttisineourprehensibte 
that Rasais, while professiuy canstimtly hin 
cagerness and desire ta nivintiin harmonic 
relations. with'the concert of tlt Powers 
should yet by her subsequent actions wis 
-represent her assertions, and ist in a
